MURDERS

Maseru, Basutoland. 


It will be no surprise to 59-year-old Sir Walter 


Harragin, judge of the 


High Commission ' ter- 


ritories, when he arrives at Maseru soon and finds 
that his court calendar includes the Case of the 


Medicine Horn Murder. 


In this part of Africa the 
hospitals, the rows of bot- 
tles and pill ‘ 
generously displayed in the 
stores, are regarded as in- 
adequate by oat char- 
acters. 

The medicine they | favour, 
eaten from a medicine horn 
provided by a witch doctor, re- 
quires human flesh cut from a 
living person. 

In 1948 Sir Walter, who has 
a flat in Cape Town and another 
at Earl’s Court, sentenced «to 
death 46 people for ‘medicine 
horn murders. ve 

The number of murders in 
1948 alarmed the authoritics 
and nt the request of Sir Evelyn 
Baring, the High Commissioner, 
Mr G.I. Jones,. lecturer in an- 
thropology ‘at Cambridge, came 
out to make a report.
